COSTS CATESBY WOODFORD $145. 



Horse Is Bid Up from $1,000 to $2,000 by Andy 
Blakeley After He Wins Columbia Selling 
Stakes — Elizabeth Harwood Also Bid Up. 




In 1910 the stable of Gallaher Bros, did not appear in the list of winning owners of $4,000 or more, 
but last year their horses won for them the substantial sum of $12,857. To this the leading contributor 
was the speedy Mazagan mare, Ozana, with a total to her credit of $4,303. Two two-year-olds. Irishtown 
and the now famous Worth, followed Oxana with winnings of over $2,000 each. Worth was sold to H. C. 
Hailenbeck for a large sum after l«e lind won four races for them. Toison d’Or was the only other horse 
that won as much as $1,000 for them and their stable record for the year was as follows: 



Charleston. S. C.. February 7. — The Columbia Sell- 
ing Stakes, having a guaranteed value of $1,2 <ni. was 
i he feature of today's card. It was won by Catesby 
Woodford's Any Port, the favorite, with Barney 
Sclirciber's Sager second. Filtered to be sold for 
Sl.ouo. Any Port was bid up to $2,O0o by Andy 
Blakeley. Tin* customary advance of $5 retained the 
colt for the Woodford stable. The stake was worth 
$kco net and the victory of his horse tints cost Mr. 
W« Halford $14.". Any Port’s run-up was not the only 
one that took place during the afternoon. Elizabeth 
Harwood was another victim of the halter man’s 
activity. On this occasion the bidding was at the 
instigation of B. F. Carman, whose Magazine fin- 
ished in second place. Elizabeth Harwood was en- 
tered at $60o and the bidding on her ceased at 
$l.ooo. at which figure she went back to W. A. 
Massey's stable. 

.1. II. McCarren’s Etbelburg II. scored over a good 
lot of juveniles that engaged in the two-year-old 
race, which was at the distance of throe furlongs. 
Vanderen and Billy Holder were given most sup- 
port in the betting, but they ran greenly and iut *r- 
ferenc.* which they suffered in the early stages ne 
counted for their failure to get any portion of the 
purse. Martha Allen taking second money and High 
Star, another first-time starter, finishing third. 

There was much elation nrnoug the racing folk to- 
day on account of tin* Senate’s action in postponing 
until Thursday the debate on the racing bill which 
was t<» have come up as a special order of business 
last night. This action was taken over the protest 
of Senator Carlisle, sponsor for the bill. Racing 
men take this as favorable to their cause and they 
are now inclined to the belief that uo hostile legis- 
lation will be enacted during this session of the 
legislature. The house bill, which passed last week, 
was under consideration this afternoon before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. An exceptionally strong 
hand influential delegation of business men went rmm 
here this morning to appear before the committee 
to protest against the bill. There is some talk that 
the Legislature will decide on February 14 for its 
adjournment. 

Torn Carey of Chicago stopped off on his way home 
from Florida. He was a visitor at Palmetto Park 
this afternoon and will probably remain for a couple 
of weeks. 

W. Adrians has decided to have Perthshire shipped 
here from Henning. The colt will be turned over 
to Nat Byers, who is handling a public stable here 
this winter. Harry Sbaunon. who has Perthshire 
in charge, has arranged to ship all of the horses he 
is handling f.*r M. N. MacFnrlan from Beuuing to 
Canada during the present month. 

The new bookmakers that joined the ranks of the 
layers at Palmetto Park this afternoon were tins 
Bluinc. of Chicago: Andy Malone, of Kansas City: 
Jack Sheehan. J. T. Weavers and W. G. Yanke. 
Sam Stephens dropped out of the ring. Sixteen books 
in all laid odds and the volume of business is im- 
proving steadily. 

Quite a few i*e..ple are remaining in the north 
until something definite is learned as to what action 
will be taken at Columbia in regard to the racing. 
The management here is confident that the meeting 
will n 't be interfered with.

Ticket of Leave, was R. Parr’s leading money winner In 1911 and in winning 
nine races out of fifteen starts proved himself about the best steeplechaser of the year. The three-year-old 
gelding. Bounder, won $5,200 in fiat racing and then came another fine jumper in the mare The Welkin, 
which won $2,685 for him. It was to this trio chiefly that Parr’s stable earnings for the year footed up 
$12,633, as compared with $4,000 to his credit when the racing of 1910 came to an end. The contributors 
to this satisfactory improvement and their records for the year were:

FRANK J. GOULD’S SUCCESS IN RACING. 



Nothing has been more surprisingly rapid than the 
growth of Frank Jay Gould’s racing stable in France. 
In 191b he owned only one horse, Amphyction, and 
his colors were rarely in front. In th** spring of 
1910 he purchased from Mons. Veil-Picard seventeen 
two-year-olds, and of this number six were winners, 
and one, Comhotirg, won more than $50,o00. and is 
declared by competent critics to Ih* tin* best of bis 
age. even though ho lost by a length the most 
valuable stake in the world — the $S0,00o Grand I’rix. 

J. Reiff, his rider, claimed a foul against O’Neill, 
who rode the winner, As d'Atout, ami there was a 
chance, to some persons’ minds, for Mr. Gould to be 
awarded the race. If lie had. it would have placed 
the American a closer second on the list of winning 
owners to Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt. As it is, Mr. 
Gould’s horses won in 1911 more than $80,00o. 

For the season of 1912 twenty-eight horses will do 
battle in the orange and black jacket of the Ameri- 
can turfmau. They are trained by Percy I.ynham. 
an Englishman, who has done well in his profession. 
The stable is at Maisons Laffitte. where their owner 
has purchased a training property once owned by 
William Rotten, a veteran English trainer, and two 
other adjoining places have been added. Here are 
sixty box stalls, and tlie whole place is up-to-date. 
Motor vans convey the horses from tlie training 
grounds to the various courses.

The commission will visit, among other 
places. New Zealand, where the machine is popular. 
The New Zealand Referee says: “We have to r* 

member that some government members were vastly 
offended last session by the failure of the House to 
Increase the number of days of racing, and that 
in consequence they threatened to vote against the 
totalizator in tlie future. ” 

There is significance in the recent report from 
West Australia of the Parliamentary action on tlie 
operation of the pari mutuel system of race course 
investment in that state. The premier lias pre- 
sented a bill for the extension of the totalizator to 
trotting us well as racing. Bookinaklug is still 

permitted in West Australia, blit the Premier said 
on this occusiou that it was a question whether it 
should not be atiolished. leaving the mechanical 
system as the only ous approved. 



Pride of Lismore, Installed Favorite, After Sebago 
Is Scratched. Is Unable to Run Away from Fleet 
Three-year-old from Newman Stable. 



El Paso. Tex., February 7. — A good crowd visited 
the Juarez track today and the betting was brisk. 
The three-quarter-mile handicap lost in attraction 
by the illness of Sebago. the favorite. While in the 
paddock, his temperature rose to an alarming degree. 
Owner Brandt reported it to the stewards and he 
was excused. Pride of Lismore was then installed 
as favorite over Closer and Bourbon Beau. They left 
the barrier on their toes, and Pride of Lismore shot 
into the lead, but was unable to open as much of a 
gap on Closer as he has with other opposition in 
some of his previous starts. Closer challenged him 
in the stretch, wore him down and, drawing away 
from him at the finish, equaled the track record of 
1:11%. Bourbon Beau found the distance a trifle 
short and the pace too fast for him. 

Little Birdie, from the stable of II. McDaniel, 
won the two-year-old race, in which he showed great 
gameness and stood a long stretch drive well. 

W. H. Kraft, a stockholder in the Juarez track 
ami Alberto Madero. an uncle of President Madero 
of Mexico, came today from Chihuahua with their 
families. They had a box party and enjoyed the 
afternoon’s sport immensely. 

Oscar Lamm, a prominent race follower from Den- 
ver, is among the late arrivals. 

Jockey Burlingame drew a five-days suspension 
for rough riding on Serenade in the fifth race. 

J. W. Fuller, the former owner of Dangerous 
March, bid him up to $800 and A. (’. McCafferty. 
who claimed him recently from Mr. Fuller, let the 
horse go back to his former stable. 



WANT MORE TWO-YEAR-OLD RACES. 



Lexington. Ky., February 7. — Acting upon the sug- 
gestion of W. Showalter. of Scott County, a promi- 
nent breeder and former racing mau, breeders of 
thoroughbred horses in Kentucky are preparing a pe 
tition to Is* presented at an early date to the officials 
of the racing associations at Juarez and Charleston, 
asking the managements at these tracks to encour- 
age the turfmen who bought yearlings last fall by 
offering at least one race each day for two-year-olds. 
The following letter will accompany the petition: 
“We wish to present to you the reasons why the 
breeders send yen this petition from the breeders’ 
standpoint. 

“Many of the former breeders of race horses have 
quit the business. The remnant will certainly qu*t 
unless the price of colts the coming year will pay 
exi>enso of breeding and raising the same. 

“This expense will be increased this year by high 
price of feed and a severe winter. so that if colts 
fail to bring this extra expense there will be prac- 
tically au end of the breeding business in Kentucky, 
and in a year or two there will be no horses to race 
and an entire closing tip of the race tracks. 

“We breeders desire to see that parties who 
bought yearlings last year and have been at much 
expense in training the same should have every op- 
portunity to race them and that the racing asso- 
ciations should encourage as far as is consistent 
with good sport the racing of the two-year-old di- 
vision of the horses at the tracks. 

“If the owners become dissatisfied and refuse to 
buy colts next fall it will mean the end of breeding 
and that means the end of racing.’’ 

The petition is as follows: “We. the undersigned 

breeders, owners and trainers of thoroughbreds re- 
spectively present to you the following petition and 
U*g of you to grant the same if consistent with the 
interest of your racing plant: 

“We request of you to increase the number of 
races for two-year-olds at your present meeting to 
the extent of one race eacli racing day for two-year- 
olds. The reason why we make this request is set 
out in a letter which will accompany this petition. 

“We feel assured that the interest of the breeder 
and the racing associations are identical — and for 
that reason we send you this petition and bog you to 
consider the same.’’

Ethelbert already is, with twenty-seven mares. 

Trainer Tom Weleh is preparing to return to 
France to resume charge of Joseph E. Wideuer’s 
horses. “Racing around Paris is delightful.’’ said 
Mr. Welch, “and there’s much prosperity, but some- 
how it isn’t like the old sport in this country. If 
racing ever comes back hero I shall be tempted to 
return. I can never forget Shepshead Bay and the 
other fine tracks where I made progress and a host 
of friends. It's lonesome on the other side.** 

FINDS JOKER IN VIRGINIA BILL. 

Norfolk, Va.. February 7. Racing in Virgina will 
not be affect ml even if the Stephenson anti gambling 
bill does Itecomc law. Tlie measure as passed by 
the lower hraneh of the Legislature contains a joker 
which practically renders it null so far ns horse 
racing is concerned. As amended by the committee 
and passed by tin* House, the el:ius<* making it a 
erime to l**t or wager applies only to those who 
“play at any game for money.” and reduros to a 
reasonable amount the penalties for violations. Dele 
gate Stephenson was horrified when he diseovcred ids 
hill mutilated, and he declared that there was litrle 
chance of anti-race track legislation during tlie 
present sessiou of the Virginia Legislature.
